Both steps presum ably

have to sell The ban against 
selling only or mostly to long 
tim e custom ers, imposed 
this month, has been un­ 
popular among many dea­ 
lers. 
Simon urged the governors 
to be patient and told them 
his office was revising the 
allocation formula to make it 
"completely fair 
and to 
make sure each state “gets 
an equitable share of fuel .”

The plane’s pilot, also shot 
by the unidentified hijacker, 
New Price Surge 
Hits Consumers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
With soaring food and fuel 
prices providing most of the 
push, 
consum er 
prices 
surged nearly I per cent in 
January, even faster than 
the sharp runup of several 
previous months, the Labor 
Department disclosed today. 


The first-of-the-year jump 
in the Consumer Price Index 
meant that Americans were 
paying 9.4 per cent more for 
goods and services at retail 
than they were in January, 
1973. 


That 
represented 
the 
biggest 12-month rise in the 
cost of living since 1951. 
Eighty per cent of the 
usually large January rise 
was caused by higher prices

energy.
